Right of trust companies to draw 
wills and other legal documents 
came under fire in a discussion of 
the relation of the business of trust 
companies to the legal profession 
before more than fifty members of 
the Lancaster County Bar associa­ 
tion at its monthly meeting Satur­ 
day night at the Lincoln botel.

lawyers claim is an encroachment 
of trust companies cm legal busmen. 
The committee was instructed to 
call on the county's probate judge 
and the equity judge of the Dis­ 
trict court to urge giving preference 
of all discretionary appointments in 
administration of estates and guar­ 
dianships to members of the bar 
The committee was also to investi­ 
gate illegal practice*, of lay agencies 
In connection with legal duties and 
to inform the association as to 
remedial legislation to protect ti* 
legal profession from lav agencies 
Attorneys 
who 
addressed 
the 
meeting showed concern over the 
practice of trust companies prefer­ 
ring free services in connection with 
drawing wills and advertising ,>uch 
services when legal ethics prevented 
lawyers following such practice*. 
They also expressed doubt as lo the 
right of corporations to act as at­ 
torneys, citing cases in courts In 
other states.

rwtHE fact that different golfers, 
M champions and ex-champions, 
use different grips seems to have 
opened the belief that the grip is 
unimportant sod that any old -ay 
of holding the club will be well 
enough. It la true that different 
stars use different grips—the over­ 
lapping, the interlocking and the 
two-hsnded types. But for all that 
the grip must play a big part in 
relation to the swing, since it has 
a tot to do with bringing the face 
of the club squarely against the 
ball. 
It 
has 
been 
shown 
that 
championships can be won with 
all three grips but any one who 
goes deeper into the matter will 
see that in each cate the winning 
golfer has adapted his grip to hts 
swing—which means the position 
of the left and right hand on the 
shaft. Whatever the grip you will 
find that most good golfers keep 
the left hand well over, not under 
or around the shaft. It is In this 
way that power is added to the 
punch or sweep of the left hand. 
It is in this way that the left 


direct relation to the swing. It is 
also important to see that your 
grip gives the left hand and left 
arm its chance to help handle the 
club, especially as with all good 
golfers the left hand is in control 
through the back swing and most 
of the down swing. Those who have 
the idea that the grip isn’t import­ 
ant, that it means little, are mak­ 
ing a large mistake The fact that 
different stars use different types 
of grip has little to do with the 
case, since they still follow out cer­ 
tain necessary essentials that are 
much alike Five golfers have won 
twenty-nine 
championships 
with 
the old two-handed grip, nothing 
over 
lapped 
or 
interlocked, 
but 
these five—John Ball. Travis, Trav­ 
ers, Hilton and Alex Smtth -also 
had certain working methods in 
the way of correct positions for 
both hands on the club 


hand keps the stronger right from 
taking full charge of the swing. 
If you hold out your left hand 
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with the knuckles facing to the 
left, and then strike a backward 
blow, you can see how little force 
there is, how little feeling of pow­ 
er. Then hold the left hand out 
with the knuckles facing well up 
and see how great the difference 
is in delivering the same backward 
swing.

J rn handed affair the idea la to 
bolster up the left and weaken the 
right. At least that is the id # th at 
many star golfers follow. For ex­ 
ample Bobby Jones and Tommy 
Armour both have their left hands 
fairly well over the club, knuckles 
fairly up, in the strong position, 
with their right hands also well 
over the club, which is the weaker 
position for the right hand. By 
strengthening the hitting power of 
the left and weakening the hitting

rought about the balance of hand 
power and have given the left a 
chance to do its share of the stuff. 
If, as so often happens, the po­ 
sition of the left hand is weakened 
and the right hand is strengthened 
in a reverse way, with the right 
hand under, the swing is almost 
sure to be a right handed affair. 
Which In turn Is almost sure to 
swing the right side around and 
bring about any number of faults, 
especially those of direction and 
control.

Importanre of Tirr Chain*. 
Because rains, snow, and thaws 
make many normally 
good roads 
impassable without tire chains, it 
ta important that a set. especially 
lei rear tires, be carried on an ex­ 
tended trip at this time of the year. 


Fasy Wav to Ruin Engine. 
Never coast downgrade with the 
ignition turned oft. 
Doing so will 
send raw* gasoline into the < flinders 
where it washes oft the film of oil 
between the piston head and cylin­ 
der wails—and this means damage 
to the engine. 


Checkins Oil in Crankcase. 
The proper time to check 
the 
crankcase oil guagc Is after the en­ 
gine la run for a few minutes. Tile 
oil, when not being circulated by 
the splash or pump systems, will 
drain to the crankcase and gives an 
inaccurate measurement. 


To Keep Car in Efficient Working 
Order. 
Engine and chassis 
lubrication 
batteries, radiator, and tires are the 
important things to consider for the 
efficient operation of a ear. The 
engine, chassis, and radiator should 
be attended to according to the 
particular needs of the car, but bat­ 
teries should be watered at 
least 
once every two weeks, 
and 
tires 
'tainted and checked at least once a 
week. 


Attention to Tires. 
Water and oil are two of the worst 
enemies of tire fabric, and, for this 
reason, small stone cuts in the cas­ 
ing should be kept filled with some 
good tire filler. 
Oil will ruin an 
inner tube in a week. Never throw 
the extra inner tubes in promis­ 
cuous! y wit it the spare tubes and 
oil can. 
Wrap them carefully in 
cloth, or better still, get a couple of 
good strong cloth bags for them. 


Replacing Bearings. 
Ball or roller types of bearings 
should be installed with care. Both 
the raceways 
and the 
balls are 
somewhat brittle and should never 
be driven into 
position 
by hard 
blows of a hammer. If they cannot 
be pressed in. a gentle tapping on 
a soft tool or piece of metal will 
generally move them, though 
the 
movement will often bo slow and 
the work require patience 
Many a 
bearing has been ruined because 
one of the raceways was cracked 
when the bearing was Installed. 


Distilled Water for Battery. 
Distilled water is the only kind 
of water to be poured into a bat­ 
tery*. 
This is because in distilling 
water the steam is driven off. then 
cann lit and cooled. 
Tins process 
leaves the iron and other harmful 
minerals behind, so that the water 
obtained 
by distillation contains 
nothing that can cause destruction 
to 
the 
battery 
plates. 
Battery 
plates need pure sulphuric acid in 


which the evaporation is made up 
with distilled water. Acid. however, 
should never br added except under 
unusual circumstance. and In ac- 
(ordancc with the advice of a com­ 
petent battery man. 


Of Interest to Every Motorist, 
To drive with safety on the high­ 
way is not an easy task for a motor­ 
ist when hr not only has to plan 
how he must operate his car. but 
think what other drivers are going 
to do in cars circulating 
around 
him. 
Here are a few simple rulea 
which may prevent an accident, in­ 
jury. fine, law suit, or possibly serv­ 
ing time in jail: 
Obey all traffic and parking reg­ 
ulations. 
Never nass cars on hills, curves, or 
at crossings. 
* 
Consider the rights and privileges 
of others. 
Signal for stops 
and 
turns — 
watch the car ahead. 
It doesn't pay to take the "right 
of way" too seriously. 
Slow down at crossings, schools, 
and dangerous places. 
Keep to the right and comply 
with road markings and signs. 
Keep the mind on driving and 
anticipate sudden emergencies. 
Be sure brakes are in good work­ 
ing order—inspect them frequently. 
Adapt driving to road conditions. 
ram. ice. soft spots and ruts. 
Know the law. It was passed for 
the protection of everyone on the 
highway. 


Serious misalignment of the vari­ 
ous units of the driving 
system 
occurs if engine bolts are not kept 
tight. 
Tight shackles on springs will not 
give freely. They will not only re­ 
duce riding comfort but place a 
greater strain on the sprnlg leaves. 
Gasoline should never be used to 
clean the lacquered 
or enameled 
finish of a car. It dulls the high­ 
ly polished surface. 
Excessive end-play of the clutch 
shaft and failure of the gear-lock 
to act positively enough 
are 
the 
most common causes of high-gear 
de meshing. 
Gasoline consumption Is greater 
at highest engine .speeds. Not only 
does the price of this action involve 
gasoline but tire waste and brake 
waste as well. 
Motorists should always remember 
that more accidents occur at street 
intersections than at other points, 
and for this reason they should ex­ 
ercise care when approaching a 
cross-street.

PRESIDENTS DIE 
AT EARLIER AGE 


Colonel 
Ayres P l e a d s 
For Lightened 
Burdens. 
CLEVELAND O . March 29 < I. 
N 8 >- The span of life of ex-presi- 
dento of the United States ha* been 
shrinking since the early days of the 
republic, according to the observa­ 
tion of Col Leonard P. Ayres, inter­ 
nationally known banker and statis­ 
tician. following the recent death of 
ex-President William Howard Taft. 
"It Is a disquieting 
fact.” 
Col. 
Ayres said, "that we must go back 
in the records for 58 years before 
we find in the case of Fillmore, an 
ex-president who came to the end 
of his life at a more advanced age 
than did Mr. Taft. Ex- President 
Fillmore was 74 years old when he 
died Taft was 72 years old." 
Col. Ayre* pointed out that twen- 
tv-eight presidents 
and 
ex-presi­ 
dents have terminated their careers 
at ages varying from 90 for John 
Adams to 49 tor Garfield, and av­ 
eraging 69 for tile entire group 
Tile twenty eight ex-presidents 
may be thought of as consisting of 
four groups of seven each. Col. 
Ayre* explained 
‘The average age 
at death of the first seven was near­ 
ly 78. That of the second 
seven, 
omitting Lincoln, was 71. Tile aver­ 
age of the third group of seven, 
leaving out Garfield, was 68 
That 
of the fourth group, omitting Mc­ 
Kinley was 66 
"These figures." Ayres continued, 
"afford some evidence that the de­ 
clining tendency is not continuing 
in more recent decades but they still 
reflect the marked 
contrast 
be­ 
tween the greater longevity of Hie 
presidents of the earlier years and 
the lesser life-spans of 
those of 
more recent times. 
’ Probably we should not be justi­ 
fied in drawing the inference that 
the business of being president has 
grown so onerous and exacting that 
the holding of that high office is 
too great a burden for its occupants 
to bear without serious detriment 
to their health and vitality. 
t 
"The records of 
life 
insurance 
companies,” Ayres went on, "show 
that the expectancy of life among 
older people, and especially among 
business and professional leaders Is 
tending to decrease. 
"Despite all this. it Is clearly the 
duty of all good citizens 
to ac­ 
quiesce and to co-operate in 
all 
w’tsely planned efforts which aim 
toward lightening the almost intol­ 
erable official and social burdens 
which we impose upon our presi­ 
dent*.”

Each gallon of gas for the car 
helps the good roads cause in Ne­ 
braska.

1929 Work Uncompleted.

the rich coast cities which 
she had established in the 
west, came here to spend 
their blood-stained doubloons 
and p i e c e s of e i g h t in 
orgies of debauchery 
and 
licentiousness. 
Home of the tfttrraners. 
Wealth never was so lavishly dis­ 
played nor so recklessly dissipated 
as in Port Royal, for bronzed and 
bearded seamen went about with 
great rings of gold, set with price­ 
less jewels, dangling from their ears, 
some of them spending thousands 
of dollars in a single night. Mur­ 
der was as common in this gold 
plated hell as are petty quarrels 
among young school boys and ll 
there was any form of depravity 
that was not practiced it was be­ 
cause it had not been thought of. 
It was at Port Royal that Henry 
Morgan, greatest freebooter of all 
the murderous crew that infested 
the western sea, began his appren­ 
ticeship, and it was to this port that 
he returned as admiral of the Jolly 
Roger after he had sacked Puerto 
Principe and Porto Bello and pill­ 
aged and burned the wealthy city 
of Panama.

As the ship proceeds up th* har­ 
bor, nine miles long and two miles 
broad, a charming sight is presented 
to view. In the foreground is the 
colorful city of Kingston, capital of 
the British West Indies, while In 
the near distance loom the moun­ 
tains. deeply green and ever invit­ 
ing in appearance. Kingston is a 
city of wide streets and fine, well 
ordered stores and business houses 
of other kinds. The buildings are 
all low, none being over three 
stories in height and most of them 
not over two. This rule is the re* 
suit of bitter experience, for Kings­ 
ton has suffered from many earth­ 
quakes and fires, the last of these, 
occurring January 14, 1907, de­ 
stroying the entire business section 
of the city and resulting In one of 
the most celebrated lawsuits In the 
history of English jurisprudence. 
A Great Insuring Case. 
The fire insurance policies, as In 
the case with all these in countries 
subject to earthquakes, provided 
thai the companies should not be 
held liable for loss in conflagrations 
due to quakes. When the insured 
brought suits against the com 
panics, therefore, it was necessary 
for them to prove that the fires 
which destroyed their properties 
were not the results of the tremors. ; 
This they succeeded in doing. The 
captain of a ship which stood et I 
the dock testified that five minutes 
before the earthquake was observed, 
he saw a column of smoke arise in 
the center of the city, indicating a 
fire, He was preparing to get his 
ship under way and out into the 
harbor, the wind being in his direc­ 
tion. when the quake came. 
Notwithstanding the fact th a t; 
fire* broke out in several sections of 
the city, the plaintiffs were able to 
convince the jury that they had all 
started from this one, which was 
seen five minutes before the tremor 
began. The test case was appealed 
to the privy council of England, 
Lord Birkenhead, present chief Jus­ 
tice of England being one of the at­ 
torneys for the plaintiffs. The Judg­ 
ment of the lower court was af­ 
firmed and the insurance companies 
were compelled to pay many mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
City of Kingston. 
Kingston is a city of 63,000 In­ 
habitants. of whom at least five- 
sixths are negroes or of mixed 
blood. It has a good supply of water 
from the mountains, telephone serv­ 
ice, gas, electricity, trolley cars, pub­ 
lic library, art gallery and museum. 
Th* clerks in the stores, chauf­ 
feurs. telephone operators, and those 
holding ail sorts of positions save 
that of common laborer are as a 
rule ’‘colored'' or of mixed blood, as 
distinguished from the pure negro.

try. enabling borrowers to erect homes and engage 
in other improvements which m ight not be possible 
were It not for the insurance companies. 
The best feature, however, is the 
inculcation of 
thrift and the incentive to saving, more pronounced 
and general today than ever before 
If this tendency 
continue* to increase as it has in recent years, it will 
be no extravagance to look forward to the time when 
poverty shall have been banished from the country. 
U te insurance premiums (to not represent all of Ute 
savings of Nebraska during the past year, however, by 
any means, for saving* banks have gathered In mil­ 
lions of dollars and the same can be said of the budd­ 
ing and loan aasocuttons. Hundreds of families have 
been paying for homes already constructed and thous­ 
ands have been making monthly payments on install­ 
ment stock, some merely as an investment and other* 
looking forward to the time when they shall erect 
residences of their own. 
All in aa the residents of this state seem to have 
had a very gwod year, and th# one whose activities 
are just beginning promises to be even a better one.
